Jack Grove got fourth in 
the fast heat of the half; and Jay Mitchell got fourth in the low hurdles, while 
Clarence Ridgwav tied for third in the pole vault. 

Our lack of places in the field events was the only thing that prevented us 
from winning the meet, but most of all, the coach, the students, and all of East 
High's helpers are well pleased with the showing our team made.
